He tarried out his dutics with 
a ruthless ¢Mclency, and in 
1953 was rewarded by belng 
mnde the East German Minister 
of State Security, He became 
one of the most feared men in 
the Communist State, and was 
mereiless in dealing with the 
Berlln riots In that year. 

Then, Jn October 1057, come- 
thing went wrong for the man 
who had progressed from the 
brothels of St Psull to the 
Minister's office, It was ane 
neunced that he had been re- 
Neved of his post as Minister of 
State Security “for reasons of 
health.” Shortly afterwards the 
Soviet military commandant jn 
East Berlin, Colonel Ketsiuba, 
unexpectedly left fer home. 

In Februnry 1958, the East 
Germen Communist Party press 
Jaunched a violent attack on 
Wollweber, accusing him of hav- 
“criminally neglected the 
eampzlen against enemy cgests."
